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UNDERGROUND DiscovERIEs.—Chas. 
Eberly, of the City Bakery, has had a 
well sunk in the rear of his estabiish- 
ment, opposite the Court-house. Some 
ten or fifteen feet of a sedimentary 
deposit, handened by lime, and techni- 
cally called “hard pan,” encountered 
near the surface. Underneath this a 
stratum of gravel was penetrated in 
which ata depth of 35 feet, clam 
shells, exactly like those now found 
in the Humboldt River, were found 
in a state of perfect preservation.

There was weeping aod wailing, and 
_ gnashing of molars in Carson on Thurs- 
day nignt. The last hours were pass- 
ing away, and many a relief bill and 
appropriation must die for want of 
proper time in which to bask under 
the ayes of Senators or Assemblymen. 
The Bullion tax Compromise bill had 
been vetoed, and its friends seemed to 
lose all regard for their former duties, 
and gave their time towards clogging 
the wheels as much as possible. 
Friends of the taxpayer kept the Ex- 
ecutive chamber full to overflowing, 
and warm indeed were the congratula- 
tions tendered “Old Broadhorns” on 
the efficient performance of his duty. 
Every man, who was not under wages, 
stepped forward to shake the Govern- 
or’s hand, and voice their approval to 
all of whom the old man simply re- 
plied: “Well, I thought I was right, 
and couldn’t do anything else.” 

The Br minza legions looked{}ather 
sour and discontented, this reason giv- 
en by the Governor not appearing all- 
sufficient to them, and the efforts of 
their supporters were directed towards 
preventing the passage of certain 
wholesome measures, in order that an 
extra session might become necessary. 
The 14 members who supported the 
Compromise in the Senate, were a unit 

in this direction, and while really 

crippling the State, had the assurance 
to ask the minority to bear the bur- 
den of the Senate’s action. 

A Bond bill, authorizing tne State 
to issue $200,000 in bonds, if necessary 
in order to prevent the issuance of 
State scrip, and the consequent loss, 
was offered, but the Compromise fac- 


tion refused it, apparently because of 


the Governor’s veto. Things were at 
a dead lock, when the Senate took a 
recess lor one hour at 9:30. 

At 10:30 the Senate convened again 
and took up the Governor’s message, 
accompanying his veto of the Com- 
promise. The message was an able 
one, and gave reasons for his action, 
which ought to be sufficient. It is ev- 
idently considered a dangerous docu- 
ment, since none of the Compromise 
organs have seen fit to publish even an 
outline. The “miners” in the Senate 
were but following the spirit of their 

_ overseers. The Kings refused to pay 
their taxes, in order to scare the 
county with costs, their Senators re- 
fused the Bond bill in order to scare 
the State with 25 per cent loss on its 
scrip. And the spirit was carried so 
far that minor measures suffered in con- 
sequence. | 

The Prison bill hinged up- 
on the fidelity of our represen- 
tatives to their pledges and records. 
They wisely concluded to maintain 
their positions, and let the prison 
take care of itself. Everybody 
admits that it is only a question of 
tame when the work is to be carried 
on, and: Washoe county can afford to 
take her record and wait. 

The bull-dosed financiers swarmed 
about in large numbers, Col. Fair, “the 
proprietor,” Farmer Tread and Major 
Domos without number, wandered 

about the hall with blank expressions 
showing plainly that they had been re- 


turned without the Governor’s appro- 


val. The Indian war heroes were cov- 
ered with glory, and wore the scalps 

of many palefaced representatives at 
their belts, while the Capital relief

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The citizens bad pre- 
| sion to fire them, but it was feared 
that such action might be disagreeable 
to the Comstock lobbyists, and the 
Town Council forhade the demoastra- 
tion. This was a subject of much 
comment throughout the evening. 
About 10 o’clock r. mM. some 200 or 
more citizens, headed by the Carson 
Brass Baud, proceeded to the State 
House, and serenaded the Governor. 
Loud and long were the cheers which 
greeted “Old Broadhorns,” and en- 
dorsed his course. The Reno Gazette 
was repeatedly cheered, and speeches 
were made by Baker, Boardman, Cres- 
well, Grey, Varian, Alexander and 
others, after which the crowd dispersed 
to witness the closing scenes. 

In the House, the members having 
exhausted the file, were disposed to- 
ward merriment. Parker wanted the 
Ten Commandments read, that he 
might offer amendments. The C. P. 
R. R. was exempted from all damages 
consequent upon running over Eastern 
members while walking home. An 
empty beer keg was tendered as a 
message from the Third House. 

The business of the Senate had 
been about concluded, and at 12 Mm. 
the presiding officer declared the 
eighth session adjourned without day. 
We heard a wise lobbyist say “Well, 
that’s over; we've got the Legislater 
adjourned way up to ‘sin dye,’ and out 
of the way, now for somethin’ else.” 


News vs. Bradley. 


The Gold Hill News comes to the 
front with a nauseating mass of abuse 
for Governor Bradley. This paper 
does not reason the question nor stop 
to show where any injustice has been 
done, but makes a silly attempt to 
give the compromise question a politi- 
cal aspect. It is a well-known fact 
that the Republicans in the Legislature 
had the requisite two-thirds majority 
on a joint ballet. Inthe Senate the 
champion leader was a Democrat. The 
Virginia Chronicle bitterly opposed 
the old bullion tax; and, further, Demo- 
crats and Republicans were divided 
on this question, independent of poli- 
tics. 

If, as the News says, “a majority of 
the Democratic party throughout Ne- 
vada are in favor of the Compromise 
bill,” how could Bradley hope to make 
political capital for his party? The 
News reasons foolishly. His prating 
about Democrats favoring the poor 
and crying against the rich, in connec- 
tion with this bullion tax, rather shows 
the weakness of a man who has been 
defeated, and without argument 
smarts under the defeat. 

The picture drawn by the News of 
the way in which the rich man and 
poor one is affected bythe defeat of 
the Compromise bill is based upon un- 
tenable assertions. There is no ques- 
tion but what the tax can be collected. 
This fact is even evinced by the mine 
owner’s compromise in offering to pay 
about 80 per cent. of the tax, which 
of course they would not have offered 
did they not know that the tax was 
legally collectable. There never has 
appeared one statement, backed by asin- 
gle logical argument showing that the 
bullion tax cannot be collected. The 
State has the right to collect the tax 
and should exercise that right. When 
the suits are finally decided, the State 
will receive her tax, and the costs 
of the suit. Where is the loss to Storey 
county or the State? The News says 
that the gist of the opposition to the 
bill was that the mine owners are 
wealthy and were bled as fit subjects 
for plunder, and not entitled to any 
justice whatever. The real case stands 
in this way: these men are wealthy, 
else they would have had to pay their 
taxes long ago. Had they been poor the 
Compromise bill would never have 
been introduced in the Legislature, or 
if brought before that body would 
have been defeated. What was that 
room over the savings bank stocked 
with wines and cigars for? What was 
Col. Fair in Carson for? What were 
his agents sent here and there for? 
What was it for that one of them, in 
a case we personally know of, said to 
an Assemblyman, we must pass this 
bill; talk business?” Was this to be 
plundered, or to plunder? Who rep- 
resented the side of injustice? Was 
the gist of the opposition antagonism 
to wealth? Well it may be hard 
for. a poor man to resist a liberal 


offer for his vote, and we sinverel 
hope that all did so. Was logic a

fice, and we think that those men who 
could only see the right through a 
glass of champagne and the smoke of 
a Havana cigar, etc., will be permitted

TELEGRAPHIC. 

The excitement in the House dur- 
ing the last hours of the Electoral 
count was intense. The ultra Demo- 
crats showed themselves almost devoid 
of principle and good sense. The 
count was completed and the result 
announced a few minutes after four 
o’clock yesterday morning. Both 
Houses then separated and the first 
session of the Forty-Fifth Congress of 
the United States adjourned. 


President Grant has issued a call 
for an extra session of the Senate 
Monday at noon, March 5th. The ob- 
ject of the extra session is to receive 
and act upon such communications as 
may be made to it on the part of the 
Executive.

All the United 
States troops and marines in the city 
and a light battery from Baltimore 
have been ordered to report for parade. 
The Washington Light Infantry corps 
and Light Guard, and numerous civic 
societies will also take part in the 
procession. The following visiting 
organizations will be in the line: State 
Invincibles, Legion of Philadelphia, 
Duguerre Grays, Hutchinson's Bat- 
tery, of Pittsburg; Columbus Cadets 
of Columbus, Ohio; Companies F 
and J, First Virginia National Guards; 
Eighteenth and Nineteenth Regi- 
ments of the Pennsylvania National 
Guard, Hartranft Club, Americus 
Club, Nineteenth Ward Club, of Phil- 
adelphia. Sixteen pyramids of flags 
and Chinese lanterns will be erected 
at the street intersections and the resi- 
pences and business houses along 
Pennsylvania avenue will be decora- 
ted. In the evening that thorough- 
fare will be illuminated from the 
Capitol to Seventeenth street with 
calcium lights and Chinese lanterns, 
and the houses will be illuminated.
